The  heart  of  our  Lord's  teachings  was  delivered  from 
a  hillside.  Matthew  writes  in  chapter  five,  verse  one,  of  his 
gospel,  "Now  when  he  saw  the  crowds,  he  went  up  on  a 
mountainside.  .  .  and  he  began  teaching  them." 

By  verse  fourteen,  he  is  suggesting  that  his  followers  are  to 
"let  their  light  shine.  .  .  like  a  city  on  a  hill." 

Since  the  turn  of  the  century,  when  the  first  "pastor's  class 
for  Christain  workers"  convened,  our  people  have  visualized 
themselves  "sitting  at  the  feet  of  Jesus"  attending  to  His  words. 

In  1935  Trevecca  actually  moved  to  a  hillside  overlooking 
Nashville.  And  since  that  time,  the  biblical  figure  has  been 
embraced  in  a  variety  of  ways,  most  explicitly  in  a  phrase 
from  our  school  song:  "On  a  hill  stands  old  Trevecca.  .  .." 

I  congratulate  the  editors  and  staff  of  the  2003  Darda  for 
reminding  us  of  the  theme  in  this  volume.  I  join  them  in  calling 
us,  once  again,  to  remember  who  we  are  as  the  poeple  of 
God  under  Christ's  authority. 

Matthew  concludes  his  account  of  "The  Sermon  On  The 
Mount"  by  noting  that  "the  crowds  were  amazed.  .  .  because 
he  taught  as  one  who  had  authority"  (7:28-29). 

As  this  theme  is  worked  out  in  the  volume,  I  trust  that  those  of 
us  whose  pictures  appear  on  these  pages  and  whose 
activities  are  recorded  here  will  resolve  to  live  lives  in 
accordance  with  the  teachings  of  the  Master  heard  "on  the 
hill."

Those  who  go  on  the 
mission  trips  are  college 
students  from  all  over  the  United 
States.  Some  of  the  places  that 
these  students  venture  off  to  are 
the  following:  Kenya/Tanzania, 
Madagascar,  South  Africa, 
Uganda,   three   regions  of 


Australia,  New  Zealand,  Saipan, 
Thailand,  India,  the  Balkan 
region,  Croatia,  Germany,  Italy, 
Slovenia,  Baltimore,  Long 
Beach,  Los  Angeles,  New  York, 
Philadelphia,  Brazil,  Costa  Rica 
and  two  Creative  Access 
countries  (which  simply  means 
that  Christian  missionaries  are 
not  allowed  to  be  there).  The 
work  that  the  teams  do  there 
varies  from  friendship  evangelism 
to  work  and  witness  to  Vacation 
Bible  Schools.  The  impact  that 
the  students  leave  is  one  of 
compassion  and  true  Christian 
love. 

Trevecca  students  have 
always  had  their  hands  and 
hearts  in  this  program.

Trevecca  posted  a  5-wins-and-4-losses  record  in 
a  tough  pre-conference  schedule.  During  this  run 
the  men  went  to  the  Grace  College  Tournament  in 
Winona  Lake,  IN,  and  captured  the  first-place 
trophy. 

Trevecca  had  big  road  wins  in  New  Orleans 
defeating  Dillard  College  on  its  home  floor  1 02-73, 
and  beating  Lambuth  College  in  Jackson,  TN,  by 
a  score  of  72-67.  This  victory  began  a  spectacular 
mid-season  winning  steak.  The  Trojans  faced  rival 
Martin  Methodist  for  their  first  conference  match 
up.  The  team  went  into  the  tough  atmosphere  and 
defeated  the  Indians,  69-57.  Next,  the  Trojans  eyed 
Union  University  where  they  played  a  close  game 
to  win  61-57.  After  a  heart-breaking  one-point  loss 
in  their  next  game  against  Freed-Hardeman  in 
Moore  RE.  Center,  the  Trojans  finished  the  first 
round  of  the  conference  in  first  place  with  a  6-wins- 
and-1  -loss  conference  record. 

The  roller  coaster  ride  began  in  the  second 
round  of  the  TranSouth  Conference.  Trevecca  went 


from  being  in  first  place  to  losing  a  close  game 
against  Union  83-85  in  overtime  and  losing  other 
tough  games.  The  men  finished  with  a  tie  for  fourth 
place  with  a  conference  record  of  7  wins  and  7 
losses.  The  season  ended  in  the  first  round  of  the 
conference  tournament  at  Berry  College  in  Rome, 
GA,  with  an  86-87-overtime  loss.

TERRORISM 


Over  the  course  of  the  year,  the  world's  attention  focused  on  a 
chain  of  tumultuous  terrorist  events.  In  Afghanistan,  the  Taliban 
regime  fell  from  power  as  U.S.  troops  crippled  the  al-Qaeda  network 
and  cleared  caves  in  search  of  Osama  bin  Laden.  World-wide, 
civilians  and  military  personnel  fell  victim  to  terrorist  bombs  and 
acts  of  hatred.  On  the  home  front,  "bioterrorism"  became  a 
common  term  after  it  was  revealed  that  Iraqi  leader  Saddam 
Hussein  was  producing  biological  weapons.  Hussein's  defiance  of 
United  Nation's  imposed  sanctions  prompted  the  United  States  to 


seek  world  support  of  military  action  against 
Iraq.  Members  of  the  North  Atlantic  Treaty 
Organization  wrestled  over  conflicting  opinions 
on  the  issue,  while  North  Korean  leader  Kim 
Jong  II  threatened  to  deploy  nuclear  weapons  if 
Iraq  was  attacked.  As  tensions  rose  among 
political  leaders,  the  world  watched  and  waited 
to  see  what  the  next  chapter  in  "The  War  on 
Terrorism"  would  bring.
